Downpour in the Calaveras Watershed the Greatest 
for Twenty-four Hours in Recent Y ears—Sacramento 
Is Steadily Rising and Channel Will Be Taxed to Its 
Capacity—Streets of Capital Resemble Canals.

TOCKTON, Jan. 25.—Saturday 
S night's storm was one of the ipe- 

verest of the season in the 
mountains and in the valley and along 
the foothill country east of Stockton 
sheets of water came down § that 
seemed like cloudbursts. Streams 
were quickly filled with rushing 
freshets and mountaineers predicted 
that the valley would get a wetting 
when the water reached the lower 
reaches, but reports of rain measure- 
ments did not warrant their fears. 
Rain fell throughout the night in 
the hills and readings of the streams 
were higher than at any other time 
this season, but the run-off will be 
quick. 

In the Calaveras watershed the 
Storm was very heavy, the down- 
pour being the greatest for twenty- 
four hours in recent years, was the 
report wired to the Independent yes- 
terday. Water came down as from 
a cloudburst and the streams run- 
ning in the Calaveras River were 
filled at once, causing some appre- 
hension among residents of that sec- 
tion for the effect on the valley. 


FORECASTER’S WARNING. 


Yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
a report from Forecaster Taylay said 
that his advices showed rising 
streams.

Yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock the water at the San Joaquin 
bridge near Lathrop was at the sev- 
enteen-foot mark, which is far below 
the high-water mark of 22.5 feet 
made February 1, 1911.

Southern California, from the Te- 
hachepi south to San Diego, is experi- 
encing one of the seven greatest rain- 
storms in ite history. 

Another storm, even more severe, 


is rolling here from the north, ac- 


cording to a warning issued late last 
night by the local United States 
Weather Bureau. 

Telegraphic advices from Seattle 


to the Weather Bureau here say the 
barometer there is at 28.80, and that 
the rain clouds will be over the 
south coast region within forty- 
eight hours. 

This new storm is headed here 
with Santa Barbara, already ma- 
rooned under a sheet of water, cut 
off from communication with the 
world save by one sagging and over- 


crowded wire. 


Railroad, telegrap! and tglephone 
communication throughout the South- 
land Have been seriously interfered 
with. 

Rising rivers threaten a number 
of towns; bridges are endangered, 
railroads have suffered serious wash- 
outs, homes have been damaged and 
the occupants driven to refuge in the 
highlands, and travelgrs are ma- 
rooned. 

The Kern River threatens the levee 
near Bakersfield and hundreds of 
men are battling against time and 
the rising waters in an effort to 
strengthen it with sand bags. 

San Diego suffers least, with 
total precipitation of .05 Inches at 
midnight.

SECRET CAUCUS SYSTEM 
A DEMOCRATIC OLIGARCHY. 


ASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
W THE TIMES, Jan. 25.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Fully as effec- 
tive as Cannonism is the existing con- 
trol of the legislative processes of 
the House of Representatives by the 
Democratic secret caucus system, ac- 
cording to the first bulletin issued by 
the National Voters’ League. The 
bulletin shows how the minority of 
the Houge has been disfranchised 
completely by this device, and how, 
although the Speaker has been shorn 
of much of his power, a small Demo- 
cratic oligarchy dictates palicies quite 
as effectively as did Cannon. 
“Both systems,” the bulletin says, 


“were based the same—upon the 
caucus—and yielded the same results 
—the subordination of the many.” 

The National Voters’ League was 
organized recently to perform a serv- 
ice to the public similar to that ren- 
dered by the Municipal Voters’ League 
of Chicago, and the Legislative Vot- 
ers’ League of Illinois. 

The bulletin issued today is the first 
of a series of reports the body will 
make regarding conditions in Con- 
gress and regarding the records of in- 
dividual members. Among the mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee of 
the organization are Alderman Charlies 
Merriam and Mrs. Frances Potter of 


Chicago. 

The league, draws the following 
“deadly parallel” between the rule 
of Cannon and that of Oscar W. Un- 
derwood, the Democratic leader in the 
House: 

CANNONISM. 


Under Cannon: The Speaker was 
supreme and omnipotent. The ma- 
jority party caucus was rarely used 
or needed.

UNDERWOODISM. 


Under Underwood: The Speaker is 
generally shorn of power.

The Rules Committee retains 
all ite old powers. It is the steering 
committee and can control the fate 
of most legislation. Committees are 
named by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, of which the floor leader ts 
chairman.

MEMBERS DISFRANCHISED. 

“By far the most conspicuous. 
though not the most important ele- 
ment in the existing House system is 
the majority party caucus,” the bulle- 
tin says. “In practical operation, the 
caucus has disfranchised every Con- 
gressman who. does not participate 
in caucus legislation. That means all 
minority members, one-third of the 
membership of the House. Many 
‘more are indirectly disfranchised by 
being outvoted in the caucus. 

“A rule of the Democratic caucus 
provides that two-thirds of those 
present shall be necessary to bind the 
caucus, with the added provision that 
these two-thirds must be a majority 
of the whole membership of the 
caucus, but this rule is not enforced. 
A majority of those present determine 
the issue for all. 

“These, without the caucus, have 
little more voice in legislation than if 
they never had been elected to Con- 
gress. This means that every dis- 
trict not represented by a member of 
the majority party is practically with- 
out representation.”

Joint Hearings on the Bills 
Please the Leaders. 


Committees of Both Houses 
May Co-operate. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE Times.) 
Jan, 25.—How to 
e te the anti-trust legislative 
programme outlined to Congress last 
week by President Wilson was the 
subject of an informal conference 
today at the home of Senator New- 
lands of Nevada, chairman of the 


Senate Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce. 


Participating in the conference 
were the majority members of the 
committee, Senators Pomerene, Rob- 
inson, Thompson, Thomas, Myers and 
Saulsbury and Representatives Clay- 
ton, Floyd and Carlin of the House 
Judiciary Subcommittee. 

Co-operation of committees “In both 
houses of Congress was agreed upon 
as essential to the best and quickest 
results in carrying the programme to 
completion, and, to this end, the sug- 
gestion of joint hearings on the bilis 
already prepared met with general 
favor. That it would be a waste of 
time for the House committee to hold 
hearings and the Senate committee to 
follow with others was the unani- 
mous opinion expressed. “ 

Chairman Clayton agreed to sub- 
mit the question to the Judiciary 
Committee for decision. 

The conferees further agreed that 
there should be gelection in conduct 
of the hearings; that subjects which 
recently have been inquired into 
thoroughly by committees of Con- 
gress should be dismissed as briefly 
as possible and that reprpsentative 
men who are known to have reason- 
able ideas be called upon for sugges- 
tions. | Such men would include 
members of Congress’ outside the 
committees and leaders in the com- 
mercial and industrial world. 

There was a genefal discussion 
among the conferees of the anti- 
trust measures with a view to their 
improvement, but no changes were 
determined upon. Several sugges- 
tions were offered relating to a pro- 
posed amendment prohibiting hold+ 
ing companies. An _ effort will be 
made to begin the hearings this 
week, the first bills to be taken up 
being those relating to prohibition of 
interlocking directorates, definitions 
of restraints of trade and “cut- 
throat” competition. 

The aim of the committee, it was 
said, would be to have the bilis ready 
for Congress by March 1. 

Further conferences of committees 
in charge of trust legislation will be 
held tomorrow and on Tuesday the 
House Judiciary will pass upon pro- 
posed plans for hearings on the bills 
submitted. 

Besides plans for hearings the sub- 
committee, composed of Representa- 
tives Clayton, Floyd and Carlin, pro- 
poses to confer with the President and 
administration leaders on an amend- 
ment to the trade relations bill which 
would prohibit holding companies. It 
was concerning this feature of the pro- 
gramme that President Wilson has 
said he still is open-minded. In hie 
message to Congress on the trusta, the 
Chief Executive referred to this fea- 
ture in an interrogatory form. 

“We are agreed, I take it,’’ the Pres- 
ident said, “that holding companies 
should be prohibited, but what of the 
controlling private ownership of indi- 
viduals or actually co-operative groups 
of individuals? Shall the private own- 
ership of capital stock be suffered to 
be themselves in effect, holding com- 
panies’? We do not wish, I suppose, 
to forbid the purchase of stocks by 
any person who pleases to buy them 
in such quantities as he can afford, 
or in any way arbitrarily to limit the 
sale of stocks to bona fide purchasers. 

“Shall we require the owners of 
stock, when their voting power in sev- 
eral companies which ought to be in- 
dependent of one another would con- 
stitute actual control, to make elec- 
tion in which of them they will exer- 
cise their right to vote? This ques- 
tion, I venture for your considera- 
tion.” 

The administration leaders, there- 
fore. still are considering this phase 
of the subject and it was because of 
the doubt as to how far to proceed 
that no effort was made to include 
provisions relating to holding com- 
panies in the tentative bills made pub- 
lic last week. 

The House Interstate Commerce and 
Foreign Commerce Committee also is 
expected to meet this week to take up 
the interstate trade commission bill. 
This committee and the Interstate 
Commercé "Committee also will begin 
deliberations on the proposed measure 
to give the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission authority to regulate the issu- 
ance of railroad securities. 

While the reliminary anti-trust 
programme is being shaped, Congress 
has much to keep it busy.

England’s Naval Prestige

sions, elther for oil or for a canal. 
and Lord Murray, through seeking to 
overreach a fellow-subject, lost Pear- 
son's money and his own glory and 
forced Great Britian into a retrograde 
naval policy at a time when other na- 
tions are forging ahead and constantly 
building larger, faster and more 
powerful battleships with bigger guns. 

MUST USE SMALLER TYPE. 

England is now compelled to return 
to the smaller type of ship and smaller 
caliber guns, for the announced Brit- 
ish policy of construction of war- 
ships depends wholly on obteining 
the adequate oil supply which Lord 
Murray was to find in South and Cen- 
tral America. 

The battleships voted last year of 
the Queen Elizabeth clase are of 
27,500 tons and 25 knots, with 15-inch 
guns, using exclusively oil fuel; and 
Winston Churchill, in announcing the 
programme at that time, said that !n 
future all the ships of the British 
navy would use oi! fuel. The admiralty 
Planned to build five battleships, ac- 
cording to this vear’s programme, of 
30,000 tons each, but Lord Murray's 
campaign having failed the announc 
ment was made last week quietly, al- 
most casuaily, that the five battleships 
of this year’s programme would be of 
25,000 tons and 2! knots, with 13.5- 
inch guns, coal being the principal 
fuel and oil only an auxiliary. 

Meanwhile all the great powers ex- 
cept the French are adopting either 
fifteen or fourteen-inch guns, while 
all are building battleships of vastly 
greater tonnage than the new British 
ships. 

Naval critics say that the heavy 
ships and guns are sufficiently power- 
ful to blow smaller vessels out of the 
water, and that England, with its 
lightweight fleet, would be swept off 
the sea in case of war. 

When Lord Murray went to South 
America, J. Chester Thomson, a Can- 
adian of Toronto, of the Colombiaa 
Syndicate, limited, and Charles E. 
Otis of New York, president of the 
syndicate, had been in Colombia for 
two years, prospecting for oil, and dis- 
covered large tracts of land in various 
states through Colombian agents d| 
under Colombian laws, but the titles 
have not yet been perfected by guv- 
ernment recognition of the denounce- 
ments. 

Lord Murray persuaded Dr. _ 58. 
Araujo, Colombian Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, to repeal by executive or- 
der the laws governing the denounce- 
ment of ol] and mineral lands, thus 
killing the rights of all those whose 
titles were not yet completed by gov- 
ernment recognition. 

Immediately afterward, Lord Mur- 
ray's concession was signed by Dr. 
Araujo and introduced into the Colom- 
bian Cengress for ratification. 


LARGE SUMS EXPENDED. 


A letter signed by Lord Murray 
speaks of the large sums expended 
in Colombia, but does not give any de- 
tail. The repeal of the law by Dr. 
Araujo and the terms of the con- 
cession gave Lord Murray a right of 
search in the Colombian archives, en- 
abling the Englishman to take advan- 
tage of the records and the results of 
the two years’ investigations con- 
ducted by Thomp on and Otis, and 
seize under the concession al! the 
valuable ground the Colombian Syn- 
dicate discovered, 

Thompson and Otis hurried to 
Bogota and began a campaign to 
block Murray, the result of which was 
that Lord Murray's concessions failed 
of approval in Congress. Thompson 
and Otis continued their campaign 
through South and Central America, 
killing his efforts everywhere, and 
Lord Murray returned, totally unsuc- 
cessful, beaten in all five countries he 
visited.

date, to decide whether the home rule 
bill as it now stands, is acceptable to 
the Irish people.

being completely crippled. 

Long Bridge on the Covina  Iine 
was inundated and cars could not get 
across, several hundred persons be- 
ing compelled to return to the city for 
the night. 

Local service on the Los Angeles 
Railway was entirely halted west of 
Vermont avenue, this also maroon- 
ing hundreds of persons downtown, 
the Temple-street, Washington-street, 
Western-avenue and all other west- 
side cars being unable to go farther 
West than Vermont. 

All service to the north over the 
Southern Pacific was discontinued 
with washouts on both the valley and 
Coast lines preventing either the Lark, 
Owl, Limited or any other San Fran- 
cisco or Banta Barbara traing from 


line of the Espee began at noon yes- 
terday; the valley line has been 
cloged to service since the washout at 
the Sague tunnel a week aco. Re- 
pairs on this are being halted because 
of the continuation of the storm, al- 
though a force of men is doing all 
possible to repair the damage. 

Several hundred feet of Espee track 
was under water yesterday at Car- 
michael as the result of the swollen 
condition of the Santa Clara River. 
Hundreds of feet of track near Ven- 
tura are buried under water and mud. 

High water near Fillmore washed 
away a culvert and covered the track 
with mud. Minor damage is reported 
all along the Egspee lines between this 
city and Santa Barbara. 

The other steam railways, however, 
have escaped serious damage up to 
the present time, but continuation of 
the rain will create a soft condition 
of the roadbed. 

Santa Fe officials reported at mid- 
night that its troubles were negligible, 
the only train running off schedule 
being the one due here at 8 o'clock 
from San Francisco. It was twenty 
minutes late, owing to the “careful” 
order issue dearly yesterday. 

The Sait Lake says there has been 
no damage up to the t and 
that all trains are running on sched- 


ule. 

Locally, the Southern Pacific re- 
ported a washed-out culvert at San 
Gabriel, and washouts on the Santa 
Paula line. 

The attaches of the United States 
Weather Bureau here say that while 
the precipitation has been unusually 
heavy, the present storm and that 
predicted to follow it, are but the 
fsual rainy season rainfalls for which 
there is no freak or extraordinary 
explanation. 

‘PHONES KNOCKED OUT. 

Telephonic communication was en- 
tirely lost last night with San Fran- 
cisco, Santa Barbara, Bakersfield, Ox- 
nard, Downey, Pomona, Covina, San 
Fernando and a dozen other long-dis- 
tance points, with Ventura being 
reached only intermittently over the 
Sunset lines. 

Communication by telegraph with 
Santa Barbara was practically lost, 
but one weak wire working only st 
intervals over th. Western Union and 
with the Postal service to Santa Ber- 
bara being totally out of commission. 

Repair and wire crews were rushed 
from this and the other large cities 
to the scenes of a dozen big breaks 
and flooded conduits. Emergency pa- 
trols established as a precautionary 
measure when warning of the storm 
was given failed to be of much sevice. 

Managers of the traffic departments 
of both telephone companies declared 
last night that if the storm continues 
today they have little hope of re-es- 
tablishing the lines of communication 
between Los Angeles and the cities 
on the north circutts. 

KERN RIVER RISING. 

A Bakersfield dispatch ,states that 
with a flow of 6600 cubic feet per 
second, Kern River yesterday was 
within two feet of the top of the levee 
in the weakest places and that today, 
it is expected, will be increased to 132,- 
000 or 15,000 feet. Two hundred men 
are filling sand and fortifying 
the levee, and it is believed that the 
river will be kept within bounds unlcss 
further very heavy rains occur in the 
mountains. 

The estimate of the flood is based on 
telephone messages from Kernville, 
seventy-five miles up in the hills. 
These messages say .that both the 
south and north forks of Kern River 
are out of their banks and that water 
is fowing in the streets of Kernville. 

It rained during most of the day in 
the mountains and it was raining 
steadily in Bakersfield last night. 

The last threatened flood in Bakeres- 
field was on January 15, 19098, when a 
flow of 16,000 feet lapped the top of 
the levee on the Bakersfield side and 
overfiowed the levee on the north side 
of ihe river. The levees have been 
considerably strengthened since that 
time. 

VENTURA; FIVE INCHES. 


Five inches of rain fell at Ventura 
during the day, with a strong south- 
east wind blowing, the seasonal rain 
fall reaching 16 inches, as com- 
pared with 5.72 inches for the cor- 
responding time last year. The en- 
tire lower part of the city is under 
water, and many families have been 
compelled to leave their homes and 
seek safety in higher portions of the 
town. The rain continued to fall 
heavily through the day, and at 9% 
o'clock the indications pointed to a 
steady rain all night. 

The Ventura River cut away from 
ite natural course and took a shorter 
line by which it found its way to an 
old river bed, bringing it nearer the 
city. 

The enbankment of the rallroad 
has formed a dam, preventing the 
subsidence of the waters, and after 
a consultation between the authori- 
ties and the railway officials, the line 
was broken and openings made in the 
embankment to release the backed-up 
waters. Railroad communication 
was not affected by cutting the line, 
because trains had been stopped for 
hours on account of the water cover- 
ing the tracks for wide stretches on 
both sides of the bridge. 

The Montalbo: bridge, rebuilt com- 
pletely by the railroad company dur- 
ing the summer, was considered in 
danger, as the river had risen nearly 
to the top of the piers, and with a 
continuance of the rain through the 
night, it was thought probable the 
stream might rise until the current 
swept the bridge from its founda- 
tions, 

SANTA BARBARA AFLOAT. 


During the hours of daylight more 
than five inches of rain fell at Santa 
Barbara, and at dusk the lower end 
of the city was under water, ranging 
from two and a half to three and a 
half feet in depth-—-with rain atill 
falling heavily. Men carried their 
families on their backs from the 
flooded sections, abandoning their 
homes, in some instances, to the 
swirling torrent. 

It became evident early in the aft- 
ernoon that the city was in danger of 
being cut off from outside communi- 
eation and the telephone and tele- 
graph companies were inundated 
with calls, as well as with water-—the 
former from many anxious to get 
word of the threatened predicament 
to friends on either side of the Chan- 


nel City. Transients jammed the 
Southern Pacific station, hoping 
against hope that train service would 

resto ut in vain. The water 


all around the station was from two 
to three feet in depth. Most of it 
came from the overflow of Mission 
Creek and the Santa Ynez River. 

Up to the hour when communica- 
tion wag finally cut off there was no 
actual danger to life, but the dam- 
age is very heavy. In the lower end 
of the city a number of houses were 
undermined by the flood and col- 
lapsed. The Potter Hotel, near the 
ocean front, was standing on a hillock 
entirely surrounded by water three 
feet in depth. Everywhere on the 
streets stood abandoned automobiles, 
their engines drowned, The 
water invaded scores of homes and 
the residents took refuge in the sec- 
ond stories with such food and cook- 
ing utensils as coulq be hastily col- 
lected. 

Boats were early brought into play 
and a thriving business was done by 
their possessors in the transpurtation 
of those driven by neceasity to be out 
in the storm. Lower State street was 
filled with floating lumber, gates and 
boxes and the congestion was so great 
at times as to seriously interfere with 
the primitive navigation. 

Advices from Santa Marita, near the 
northern line of Santa Barbara n- 
ty, close to San Luis Obispo, of 
expectations of the populace being 
marooned there by the Santa Maria 
River. The branch of the Southern 
Pacific as well as an electric line 
might be put out of service by the 
heavier rains which have been fall- 
ing in the north. 

MEN NEARLY DROWN. 

After narrowly escaping drowning 
in the waters of the swollen San Ga- 
briel River, five miles up the canyon 
from Covina, a og of workmen in 
the employ of the Pacific Light and 
Power Company returned to the sta- 
tion at the mouth of the river yester- 
day afternoon and reported that the 
river is unfordable. 

For several hours the men at- 
tempted to swim their horses at dif- 
ferent places along the river, but 
found the current too swift. Taney 
were making an attempt to remedy 
some trouble which had been reported 
by telephone from the power com- 
pany’s intake. Three inches is the 
precipitation reported from the vicin- 
ity of Camp Rincon, nine miles up 
the canyon, which makes a total of 
nearly fifteen inches for the season in 
the mountains. 

At the power-house at the mouth 
of the canyon in Azysa the rain gauge 
registered 2.01 inches for the last 
storm. This ia in excess of the rain- 
fall at Azusa and Glendora. The 
storm in Covina registered a precipi- 
tation of 1.98, with a total for the 
season of 12.51. This is three inches 
aoe than last season's record un this 

ate. 

The starm ceased about noon, but 
the river continued to rise rapidly, 
owing to the enormous amount of 
water pouring into itt from tho va- 
rious watersheds far up the canyon. 
If any serious trouble is done to the 
bridges in the valley it will come 
during the morning hours today. 

Before midnight the Arroyo Beco 
had risen to a stage higher than at 
any time last winter or this, and the 
operating officials of the Pacific Elec- 
tric Rallway suepended the runnin® 
of their trains over the old bridge at 
South Pasadena, near Whe Ostrich 
Farm. This bridge was condemned 
at one time and will be done away 
with when the proposed short cut of 
the Pacific Electric to Pasadena is 
completed and in operation. 


STREETS TEN FEET DEEP. 


All the lower portions of Los An- 
geles suffered from inundation of the 
waters which the sewers and storm 
drains were unable to carry off fast 
enough; and the park lakes have been 
filled to overflowing, while the streets 
in the immediate vicinity have been 
converted into canals. ‘ 

South St. Andrews place, etween 
First and Sécond, was one of the most 
seriously damaged sections. At 
places, where the street dips, the wa- 
ter filled up to a depth of six, eight 
and ten feet. 8. P. Allen of No. 129 
South St. Andrews place stated iast 
night that the water stood from eight 
to ten feet deep in the middle of 
the street, and that it was up into 
the first floors of residences, setting 
the furniture afloat. J. M. Sheridan 
of No. 127, on the same street, re- 
ported that all cellars in the neigh- 
borhood were completely filled with 
water, the third experience of the 
kind In a yvear and a half, he said. 
Sheridan complained that the City 
Counct! had promised after the first 
overfiow that sewers would be en- 
larged to sufficient capacity to meet 
such emergencies, but he claimed that 
no move had been made. 

Within a large radius from Grand 
avenue and Jefferson street the wa- 
ter ran from curb to curb, making 
it necessary for residents to make 
wide detours in order to reach their 
homes, or wade through the stream 
much over shoe topa, 

All over the city the trouble of 
flooded cellars was & comman one, 
and many automobilists were com- 
pelled to leave their machines where 
the engines had been “killed” in at- 
tempting to run through water which 
proved too deep. 

The neighborhood around Irola and 
Kighth, as well as that of Wilshire 
boulevard and Mariposa street, and 
Wiishire and Catalina avenue, Ala- 
meda and Alvarado streets, had their 
usual experience when visited by a 
torrential rain. 

BRIDGE DAMAGED. 

About ten feet of the West First- 
street bridge was torn away by the 
flood down the little gully which it 
crosses. Danger signals were placed 
by the police to evade the possibility 
of accidents. 

One of the worst places tn the city 
was the crossing at West Jefferson 
and Figueroa streets. For several 
blocks in each direction the water 
covered the ourbs and sidewalks and 
crept up to the doorsteps of the 
houses. 

Driftwood floate€d down as on a 
stream, and all traffic along both 
Figueroa and West Jefferson streets 


was stopped. Vermont street and 
West Jefferson, Fourtke avenue and 
Jefferson and all streets in that 


vicinity were flooded. 

At the Boyle Heights Police Sta- 
tion, many reports were received that 
the water was backing up against 
property along Mott and Forest 
streets. A tree was blown down by 
the wind in Cambridge street between 
Oxford and Hobart. 

Cars were derailed at both terminals 
of the Boyle Heights line, and all 
traffic on the West Sixth-street car 
line was stopped. The dispatchers’ 
offices of both the Los Angeles Rail- 
way and the Pacific Electric were de- 
juged with calls about trouble along 
the streets.

FOR NOMINATION. 


DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATE FOUND 
" GUILTY OF BRIBERY. 


[BY A. FP. NIGHT WIRE TO THE Ties) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—William 
Willett, Jr., former Democratic mem- 
ber of Congress, was convicted igte 
last night of bribery in attempting ‘to 
purchase a Supreme Court nomination 
in Queens county in 1911. The jury in 
Supreme Court Justice Wallar Jay 
Cox's court had the case under con- 
sideration but forty minutes. He was 
remanded to jail for Sentence next 
Friday. 

Indicted with Willett were Joseph 
Cassidy, former Democratic leader of 
Queens county and once an important 
figure in local politics, sed Louis T. 
Walter, Jr., a friend of the two men. 
Walter is accused as the go-between. 
The Kings county District Attorney 
elected to try the three defendants in- 
dividually and Willett was brought to 
bar first. 

Willett in 1911 received a Supreme 
Court nomination. A few days before 
election a Republican newspaper pub- 
lished an editorial charging that one 
of the three candidates on the Demo- 
cratic judiciary ticket had bought his 
nomination. Wiliett’s two assistants 
on the ticket threatened « libe! suit. 
Willett, however, admitted that he 
had secured leans to finance his cam- 
paign. His assistants, together with 
Willett, sent to the ~paper’s editor a 
letter apologizing for their threat to 
sue. The next day the Democratic 
ticket was snowed under at the polls. 
The indictment of Willett. Cassidy and 
Walter was the aftermath. 

Willett, who served in Congress 
from 1907 to 1911, was placed on trial 
on Monday of this week. The prose- 
cution centered its attacleon Willett’s 
ante-election loans. There were 
three, one for $5000 and two for $10,- 
000 each. It was proved that Cas- 
sidy, four days after the smaller loan, 
deposited $5000 in a Long Island bank. 

Willett testifiel the money was 
used for legitimate campaign expenses, 
to buy stock in an automobile com- 
pany and for “show”—to impress the 
politicians that he was well supplied 
with cash——he said. He denied that 
he paid for his nomination.

Federal Judge at New Orleans De- 
clares Immigration Officers Are 
Vested With Too Much Authority. 
(SY NIGHT WIRE To THE TIMES } 
NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 25.—Too 
much authority is vested in immigra- 
tion Officers, according to an opinion 
by Federal Judge Rufus Foster, ex- 
pressed yesterday from the bench 
here. Judge Foster made this com- 
ment in granting permanent writs of 
habeas corpus to four Chinese who 


were being taken from New York to 
the Pacific Coast for deportation to 
China. 

“Congress has indeed vested the im- 
migration authorities with enormous 
power, subject to no check save their 
own consciences,” Judge Foster said, 
“but in granting them discretion to 
arrest and deport an alien unlawfully 
in the country I cannot believe it ever 
intended they could do so arbitrarily 
and without some evidence upoi which 
to base their decision.” 

The four Chinese supposedly en- 
tered the United States from Canada 
unlawfully, but Judge Foster said 
there was nothing to show this.

STEAMER REACHES SAN PEDRO 
. IN DAMAGED CONDITION. 


Santa Cecilia, from New York, 
Suffers Heavily from Fire in Hold. 
Blaze Discovered Soon After Pass- 
ing Through Straits of Magellan, 
Bound for This Port. | 


SAN PEDRO, Jan. .25.—A loss from 
fire and water estimated close to $150,- 
000 was disclosed Saturday when the 
hatches on the steamer Santa Cecilia 
were opéned upon her arrival from 
New York. Fire broke out in the 
lower after hold on December 28, just 
after the steamer had passed through 
the Magellan Straits. For six days the 
fire raged in the lower hold, and 
reached between decks before it was 
finally extinguished. 

After steam had been turned into 
the hold and failed to put out the

fire, Capt. Anderson ordered the hold 
flooded with water, and put on full 
speed for the nearest port. New 
Year's Day the Santa Cecilia reached 
Talcahuno, Chile, and the steamer re- 
mained there four days before the fire 
wag finally extinguished. 

The damage to the vessel is esti- 
mated at from $30,000 to $50,000, 
while the loss on the cargo will prob- 
ably reach $100,000. No accurate esti- 
mate can be made until the steamer 
reaches San Francisco and the carg 
damaged is removed. 

It was a sorry sight that greeted 
the eyes of the representatives of the 
Marine Underwriters this morning 
when the hatches were opened. Capt. 
A. F. Pilisbury of San Francisco, Pa- 
cific Coast representative of the Ma- 
rine Underwriters, Special Agent Con- 
don of New York and Andrew Young, 
local representative of Lloyds, decided 
after a hasty preliminary examination 
to seal the hatches and make no at- 
tempt to survey the damaged cargo 
until the steamer reaches San Fran- 
cisco, 
The entire lower hold was a mas 
of charred boxes and bags. 

The cargo consisted of about 7000 
tons of valuable merchandise and con- 
siderable coal and iron. It is believed 
that at least 2000 tons of valuable 
cargo has been practically ruined. One 
of the most valuable items on the 
manifest was 5000 sacks of coffee 
loaded at Santos December 18. Aside 
from the little Chilean port where the 
fire was finally extinguished, this was 
the first call made since the steamer 
left New York on November 39. 

The Santa Cecilia is a brand-new 
steamer and was on her maiden trip 
to this port. She was ‘built on the 
Atlantic Coast for W. R. Grace & Co, 
for service between New York and Pa- 
cific Coast ports. The line is known 
as the Atlantic and Pacific, and op- 
erates three other steamers, the Santa 
Cruz, Santa Clara and Santa Catalina. 
All are new steamers, but especially 
for the New York run, and are strictly 
modern in every respect. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. 
There is a large amount of hard coal 
in the lower hold, and it is. thought 
that the fire resulted from spontaneous 
combustion of the coal. Whether the 
coal has been badly damaged or not 
cannot be determined until the cargo 
is removed at San Francisco. Most of 
the cargo will be a total loss and will 
have to be dumped into the bay. How 
much salvage can be realized is a ques- 
tien for mere speculation at this time. 
Resides the damage from fire and wa- 
ter in the lower holds, there will be a 
great deal of damage from steam be- 
tween decks.

their own. 

Early-day members remember how 
the children quickly found their 
way to veterans’ hearts, and through 
the passing years were ever factors 
in providing entertainments to cheer 
the old soldiers. And how, as they 
grew up, one after another departed 
to marry, and now have families of 
their own. It was a home of sunshine 
and hospitality to the end. 

But at least sorrow came to the 
happy home. Gertrude, the youngest 
daughter, when just 17, and about to 
enter the senior year at High School, 
was suddenly called. In 1909 Mrs. 
Elser passed to the beyond, and the 
professor overcome by grief and 
weakened by age, broke down com- 
pletely. 

In the meantime, as all the giris 
of the family were married and were 
neded in thetr own homes, a widowed 
daughter, Mrs. Etta Elser Adams, 
hastened home and gave 
mother a daughter’s Gevoted at- 
tention until the end. Follow- 
ing the death of her mother 
her father’s condition claimed her at- 
tention, and Mrs. Adams remained 
to comfort him in his loneliness and 
grief until, several months ago, he, 
too, found surcease in death.

Pian Summer School in Mountain 
Cabin Designed and to Be Built 
and Outfitted by Them-—Parents 
and Teachers Encourage Idea 
and Lend Assistance. 


Teachers and pupils of the McKin- 
ley-avenue intermediate school have 
done the unprecedented—filed on a 
ten-acre government land grant, near 
Sturtevant Camp, with the idea of 
building a summer school cabin there, 

Pians and specifications are being 
drawn by the architectural classes and 
the boys of the woodworking depart- 
ment are going to build the cabin, ee 
stone and logs. 

Classes in woodcraft, botany, 
geology, and zoology will be held in 
the cabin, which is to be 16x20 feet, 
with a bedroom and living-room, and 
with all furniture made by the boys.

The summer school will be held in 
an informal way, with the students 
lounging among sofa cushions made 
by the girls. 

Work on the cabin will begin with 
the close of the rainy season, the 
parents and teachers of the school 
having already clubbed together to 
pay the government fee and furnish 
the necessary funds for any building 
— that cannot be found in the 
ills. 

Principal Brown stated last night 
that the boys and girls of the school 
will be taken to the cabin itn relays

other—for summer vacations, by men 
and women teachers. The camp is 
but five miles from Sierra Madre and 
but half a mile from Muir Lodge.

HER MERCILESS 
PURSUER BEATEN

Widow of. Bandit’s Victim 
 Distankes Disaster. 


Undaunted by Strange Series 
of Misfortunes. 


+> - 


Turns Her Accomplishments 
- to Winning of Bread. 


Indomitable in the face of a strange 
series of interlocking misfortunes, but 
one of which has hitherto not been 
known to a sympathetic public, Mrs. 
Horace E. Montague, widow of the 
victim of Train Bandit Ralph Farisa, 
yesterday gave to The Times her first 
statement of the experience which all 
but cost her two of her faculties and 
which whitened the hair of two mem- 
bers of her family. t the same time 
she made public her plans for the fu- 
ture. So far from being crushed by 
her misfortunes, Mrs. Montague be- 
Heves that they may have been sent 
upon her that she may prove herself 
in another role than that of a petted 
and protcted woman of society. 

Before the tragedy which, early in 
December, took her husband from her 
at the crack of a desperado’s pistol, 
Mrs. Montague was in splendid health 
and in a position of financial secur- 
ity. Two days before the El Monte 
hold-up she and her little daughters 
were hostesses at an «elaborate Colon- 
fal party given at the Woman's Club- 
house of Alhambra. Montague was 
present.and the hundreds of club and 
society women present were charmed 
by the railroad man’s pleasant per- 


sonality. It was the first and last 
time they ever saw him. 


VOICE, HEARING GO. 

Mrs, Montague was an accomplished 
singer before the death of her hus- 
band. The night that the news of the 
killing was brought to her she spent 


in a state of semi-consciousness and 
to her half-crazed mind it seemed 
that she was screaming—screaming 
constantly, involuntarily and at the 
top of her voice. The next morning 
her voice was gone and her hearing 
so badly affected that she was prac- 
tically deaf. In a husky whisper she 
inquired of her mother, Mrs. I. I. Ger- 
gon, if she had been crying out. 

“No. Edna, you haven't made a 
sound,” was to her the mother’s amaz- 
ing reply. 

“One of the cruelest things about 
it,” said Mra. Montague, “is that, poig- 
nant as my grief has been, the sor- 
rowful solace of tears has been denied 
me. I have not shed a tear—I can- 
not cry. It would be easier if 1 
could.” 

Mrs. Moptague’s hearing is gradual- 
ly being restored and her phyricians 
think she will recover it practically 
entirely. Her singing voice, she say 
she fears, is gone forever. This, how- 
ever, will not interfere with the teach- 
ing of dramatic art, another of her ac- 
complishments, which she plans for 
the futufe. 

LIFE INSURANCE LAPSS8D. 


- Three days before Montague’s death 
his life insurance policy, for $54,000 
in Mrs. Montague’s favor, lapsed. He 
was extremely busy and unable to at- 
tend to it at the moment. Almost his 
last words to his wife on his depar- 
ture were to the effec: that he would 
pay the premium the day he returned 
He returned a poor, bullet-riddled 
corpse. 

At the time of the tragedy Mrs. 
father, I. I. Gerson, who is 
the senior member of the Gerson-May- 
ers Company, wholesale confectioners 
of this city, and her brother, Dr. T. 
Percival Gerson, had just reached 
the East. The physician was there to 
do research work bearing on his pro- 
fession. Mrs. Montague wired the 
shocking details to them but expressed 
the wish that they should not give up 
their trip in order to return immedi- 
ately, as they were eager to do. In ac- 
cordance with this wish they com- 
pleted a somewhat extensive itinerary 
and have only just returned. 


HAIR TURNS WHITE. 


“When he left,”’ sald Mrs. Montague 
yesterday, “my father’s hair was 
black, without a gray thread in it. Now 
it is almost snow white. My sister, 
Mrs. Aida Dougherty, has a broad 
splash of gray in her hair which has 
come there since the tragedy.” 

The talents which have made Mrs. 
Montague a popular hostess and &o- 
cial ornament now proposes to 
turn to good use as a means of live- 
lihood. Offers of assistance from her 
relatives and friends have been many 
and pressing but she prefers, she says, 
to stand on ler own two feet and 
show that the words “society woman” 
are not necessarily synonymous with 
helplessness and dependency. 

Mrs. Montague has opened a studio 
in Blanchard Hall to be devoted to the 
teaching of dramatic art, stage work 
and musical comedy being a feature 
of her instruction. An accomplished 
dancer. she also plans to teach the 
graceful art. In her work she will 
have as an associate Mrs. Charlotte 
Barrett, a pianist and vocalist, and she 
has received the indorsement and 
promise of support of several. local 
women’s clubs. 

While the widow of the victim of 
Ralph Faries, who killed him while 
stealing money to “blow in” on an- 
other man's wife, is doing this, an- 
other woman.

It is a story of thrilling in- 
terest. The women of Ohio literally 
besieged the saloons with their. tears 
and prayers. They knelt on the 
frozen pavements in front of the 
saloons and prayed for the saloon- 
keeper, and the drinker, and earn- 
estly besought God to overthrow the 
whole despicable business. The cru- 
sade spread from State to State until! 
all over the Middle West songs of 
hope and prayers of faith filled the 
wintry air. It was the most impres- 
sive public event of my childhood. I 
fully expected to see the immediate 
end of the liquor traffic, and the 
conversion of every saloonkeeper. 
There were many wonderful con- 
versions, and rivers of liquor were 
poured out into the gutters: but the 
crusade ended and the devilish busi- 
ness went on. The unique movement 
was nota failure, because of it grew 
the organization of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union, which 
| has been the mightiest woman's 
agency in the nation in the carrying 
forward of temperance reform. 

“It was not a failure, because God 
has promised to answer the fervent. 
effectual prayer of the righteous, and 
those prayers of the woman’s cru- 
sade are yet to be answered in the 
fulfilment of the inspired faith of 
those godly women—and they. will 
be answered in California in 1914, 
as Deborah goes up with Barak. 

“What can women do to help'in 
stopping the direful ravages of 
strong drink? Women must com- 
bine to, do something to save their 
weak ahd “sinning sisters from ruin. 
For years it has been notorious that 
in the Waldorf-Astoria and ,other 
popular hotels in this country wom- 
en have been drinking with their 
luncheon wine, and champagne, and 
claret, and even whisky: but it re- 
mained for a hotel in the metropo- 
lis the other day to open a bar ex- 
clusively for women, no man being 
permitted to enter unless escorted 
by a woman. Surely ‘hell is empty 
and the devils are here!" Leading 
newspapers are opposing this 
devilish device for debauching a na- 
tion’s womanhood, but still this wom- 
an’s hell is operating. 

“What practical assistance can 
woman give to temperance reform? 
Of course, if she is a mother, she 

can instill hatred for the liquor traf- 
) fic into her children. The plastic 
sympathies of the child can be di- 
rected against this curse, and I am 
convinced if all children had  de- 
voted mothers, the mothers would 
win the victory in a «generation or 
two. But it is alarming how  in- 
different some mothers are to this 
subject. 

“Women can refuse to patronize 
the grocery and department stores 
which sell liquors. Most insidious is 
that evil which delivers liquor pack- 
ages into the homes under the guise 
of a legitimate order of groceries, or 
other household supplies. 

“Most homes would have no liquor 
in them if the women of the home 
} decreed. Nowhere does the 

lurking demon of drink work #0 
insidiously and diabolically as in the 
fashionable liquor-drinking the 
homes. 

“Again, women can effect useful 
organizations to devise ways and 
means to prevent the ravages of the 
liquor traffic. Much of the excellent 
temperance legislation in this cvun- 
try today is the result of the untiring 
devotion of women workers. 

“Women can pray. Thank God for 
the faith of women! Prayer is the 
power that moves the hand. that 
moves the world. An indifferent 
and sceptical and sinful world ridi- 
cules prayer, but more things have 
been done by prayer than people 
imagine. Prayer is a force; an en- 
ergy as distinct and powerful as 
gravity. 

“Then, too, Women can agitate— 
they can talk—and even men cannot 
stop them. And, thank God, in 
California women can vote, and men 
cannot stop them! 

“The drink evil is alarmingly 
close to the home: it has to do with 
the health and peace of the home; 
its blighting effects appear in the 
diseases and depravity and mental! 
degeneration of the children: the 
wives and mothers are ita saddest 
victims. 

“The enemies of our great cause 
are circulating the report that if the 
State should vote dry in November 
it would seriously hurt the business 
interests of California. In certain 
large factories men are telling the 
women that there will be less work 
for them if the State votes dry. There 
never was a more gigantic falsehood 
constructed. The devil is a Har and 
the father of lies, and he seeks to 
entrench himself behind the ram- 
parts of deception and lying. 

“The man who does not spend his 
money for liquor spends it for cloth- 
ing. and food, and furniture, and 
musical instruments, and automo- 
biles, and books, and education, and 
pictures, and ornaments, and carpets 
and rugs, and jewelry and traveling. 
He has plenty of money to spend for 
useful things, and as the demand 
fixes the supply, business will be

DR. EDWARD CAMPBELL. 
FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 
VISIONS OF THE DIVINE COME ONLY 
TO THOSE OF HIGH 
IDEALS, 

Dr. Edward Campbell preached at 
the. First Presbyterian Church yes- 
terday on the theme, “The Vision of 
Daniel.” He said in part: 

“The name of Daniel gathers to it- 
velf a charm and interest because he 
was a noble arid Christ-like spirit. 
Wherever the name of this man is 
mentioned it carries with it an at- 
mosphere that is inspiring and en- 
nobling. Such men furnish inspira- 
tion and soul food for men of every 
generation. Witness if you will this 
man of-God standing in the court of 
the King that has become his prison 
house, yet with all the vigor and en- 
thusiagm of young manhood he de- 
clares that in spite of the King’s 
command, whose prisoner he knew 
himself to be, he proposed that in his 
inmost life he would not defile him- 
self with the King’s provision, nor 
take of the wine which he had sent 
into his apartment. 

“Nowhere can we find a more in- 
spiring sight than that presented by 
this young man crossing the will of 
the King, defiant and threatening all 
who should express a desire not in 
harmony with his purpose. 

“Daniel out upon the banks of the 
river walking with his friends tells 
us that he saw a man, Pre-existent 
Christ, and the very sight of him had 
caused Daniel to long for purity and 
nobleness of heart and so great was 
the effect of this vision that he went 
away from the scene with a new and 
determined purpose to hold before 
him always the highest and most ex- 
alted purposes, but Daniel tells us 
that he alone saw the vision for the 
men with him saw not the vision. 

“This reminds us that even though 
these men were in the same environ- 
ment yet they were separated by 
that which made them very different. 

“Daniel lived in a different world: 
he saw visions which had never 
fallen upon their view because his 
soul was anxious for the things 
which related him to the divine 
Teacher, and because he lived in fel- 
lowship with God he could see as his 
companions were utterly unable to 
see. So with the men of every na- 
tion and generation, those who  be- 
come prophets to others are men 


who Hve above their surroundings, 
men who are not dependent upon 
their environments for the inspira- 


tion, but those who walk with their 
eyes upward seeking to catch the 
voice of the divine Messenger.”

THE HIGH COST OF DYING IS FROM 
LIVING A LIFE POOR IN 
D DEEDS. 


Rev. W. L. Y. Davis, pastor of the 

West Adams Methodist Episcopal 
Church, preached last night on “The 
High Cost of Dying.” He said in 
part: 
“It is a great thing to be rich! 
It is a great thing to be able to 
put a roof over the girls in a Florence 
Crittenton Home. It is a great thing 
to found a Stanford University for 
the youth. It is a great thing to 
wrap warm clothes around the shiv- 
ering bodies of unfortunate ones. It 
is a great thing to make beds for 
the sick and dying. It is a xzreat 
thing to lift'a stately temple for the 
worship of God and for the housing 
of His ideals. It is a great thing to 
endow scientific investigation for the 
betterment of the race. 

“When John R. Patterson worked 
his wealth into bread for the flood 
sufferers of Dayton last March, you 
did not hear much about predatory 
riches. When Zaccheus gave half 
his goods to feed the poor, Christ 
did not say. “Thou fool!’ He did 
go home with him! 

“Abraham was the richest man in 
the ancient day, and he went to 
heaven. Lazarus was about the| poor- 
est, and he went to heaven, too.’ You 
do not go to heaven because you 
are poor, nor do you go to heaven 
because you are-rich. And you do 
not go to hell because you are rich, 
nor to hell because you are poor. 
You go to heaven or to hell because 
you are good or bad! It is the selfish, 
idle rich, whom Christ puts into the 
pit. And He put the censorious, 
worthless, one-talent man into ex- 
actly the same hot place! 

It is not wrong to have a fine 
house, but it is wrong to own it just 
to keep yourself in out of the wet. 
Christ cannot abide the selfish rich— 
or poor! Lazarus's name is recorded; 
the selfish rich man’s name is for- 
gotten—possibly out of respect for 
his folks! 

“What shall it profit a man if he 
stick a wire into the other fellow’'s 
cash register and throw it out of 
gear, and lose his own soul? What 
shall it profit a man if he put emery 
into the other fellow's oil in transit, 
and lose his own soul? What shall 
it profit a man if he do evade his 
taxes, and lose his own soul’

“Fighting and Praying” was the sub- 
ject of the sérmon by v. Charles C. 
Selecman at Trinity Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, yesterday. He 
said in part: 

“We live in an age when: people 
all but worship the practical man. 
Give us the man, they say, who can 
bring things to pass, who can succeed 
in spite of: difficulties. But are we 
not apt to overlook that it is the 
dreamer, the mystic, the man of faith 
who moves the world? 

“In the twentieth century fight for 
the things that are worth while, the 
most indispensable man is the man 
with the upward look, who stands 
upon the hill-top of faith and of 
vision and holds in his uplifted hand 
the rod of the Almighty. The prob- 
lem of the church today, as in the 
past, is one of leadership. No so- 
clety of men can hold together and 
realize great objects without quali- 
fied leadership. If the church is to 
grow and meet the growing heeds of 
this twentieth century, it must enlist 
and train forceful men who will turn 
their forces for organization and lead- 
ership into the direction of spiritual] 
things. 

“Dr, Eliot of Harvard, in addressing 
the Harvard Divinity School, criti- 
cised the ministry as ‘the most ad- 
venturous of the professions.” S50 
much so is it, that in this boasted 
practical age many strong men hesi- 
tate to assume the responsibilities of 
spiritual leadership. But leaders are 
often times pathetically dependent 
upon their followers. oses armas 
grew heavy and every physical en- 
durance of the man was exhausted in 
that strained and trying position. We 
are apt to put unnatural burdens upon 
men in public places and to forget 
that they are men of flesh and blood 
interwoven with sensitive nerves and 
brains that sometimes grow weary. 

“Without Aaron and Hur to sup- 
port the hands of Moses, the battle 
would have been lost. Great workers 
move in pairs or quartettes. Moses 
had Aaron and Joshua. Paul had 
Barnabas and Timothy and a score of 
other workers and  (fellow-laborers 
whose names stand out in full relief in 
his letters to the churches. Even 
Jesus seemed to long for human 
friendship and gathered about him 
twelve strong men. There is a mutual 
dependence. The people depend upon 
the leader and he in turn finds heart 
and courage in the love and loyalty 
and fellowship of his followers.”

BOYLE HEIGHTS M. E. CHURCH.

Boyle Heights Method 
Episcopal Church 
pastor, Rev. W. E. Tilroe, D.D., 
preached on “Religion Simplified.”

Baptism with the 
Holy Ghost at the hands of Jesus 
would be like that. So simple was 
the proposition they waited ten long 
days without question or murmur. 
When Pentecost came with its 
matchless benediction the multitude 
gathered about were confounded, but 
the disciples were perfectly at home. 
Religion was such a Plain story, they 
had all their strength for their testi- 
mony and service. It does not seem 
impossible that the good, great Mas- 
ter intended it should be always so 

‘How many people need to learn 
that fundamentally religion is just 
simply a gift from God. Duties and 
sacrifices and ceremonies, prayers and 
preaching, comings and goings, are 
but channels. A spring has broken 
cut on the mountain side and exactly 
where it runs is quite forgettable. 
The one particular business ia that 
it shall find the sea. When we re- 
call the bewildering perplexity the 
wise ones name religion it is a sum- 
mer breeze to remember Jesus. At 
the door of heaven He lingered with 
backward look to tell us that we only 
wait and see.. ‘Ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence.” With God .in the the 
whole planet is a temple, al! days 
are holy and every deed is worship. 

“How slowly we believe that re- 
ligion is for us all. Caste seems to 
die as hard in that church as it does 
at court and in the market place. 
The very saints of God have written 
whole libraries to show that the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit is a special 
benediction for the good. It is their 
readiness for service. It is a priv- 
liege of their discipleship. It is a 
pecullar and special holiness. It is 
& particular preparation for extraor- 
dinary trial or endeavor. It was a 
great and good man who supposed 
that few people ever found it until 
very near the door of heaven. Yet 
Jesus thought He was making it quite 
clear; that as John baptized all com- 
ers, #0 His baptism was likewise for 
the whole earth. It was Joel who 
said that the spirit was to be poured 
out on all flesh and whosoever should 
cal would be saved. It was Peter 
who was sure the promise was to as 
“many as the Lord should call. It 
was Paul who understood that any 
who had not the Spirit of Christ was 
none of His. The Good Book and 
the sayings of Jesus are often simpler 
than the explanations of them. The 
lantern hides the light. It is only 
the abiding truth to say that the 
baptism of God, the Holy Spirit, re- 
ligion, is for us all. Only sin can 
keep it from us. ~ 

“How near religion draws when 
we find that indeed it is only sin 
that hides it from any man. No state 
of grace must be attained before we 
seck it. No natural human limita- 
tion is in the way. Degrees of ap- 
preciation do not affect the matter. 
Man does not even take the initial 
step. The great God stands at the 
door and knocks. The door is shut 
only as man will not open. With 
the glories of Pentecost in their face 
the Jerusalem multitude was told 
that only the remission of their sins 
was between them and the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. The promise was 
to every man who did not choose to 
be a sinner. It is a foolish man who 
would think of sin as a small thing. 
It is a cloud that can shut out al! 
heaven and the great God. But it 
is one thing. It is the only thing 
between us and religion. Who would 
mot put it aside?” 


REV. RUSSEL F. THRAPP. 
FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
DID JESUS EVER LAUGH? Was HE 
SAD OR GLAD? ERRONEOUS 
VIEWS OF THE SAVIOR. 
At the First Christian Church yes- 
terday, the minister, Rev. Ruasell F. 
Thrapp, preached on the unique sub- 
ject, “Did Jesus Ever Laugh?” He 
said: 
“I fancy that very many have asked 
this question. The world has formed 
a wrong estimate in regarding Him 
solely as ‘a men of sorrows.” The 
reasons for this erroneous view are 
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stressed greatly this side of Jesus's 
life in setting forth various views of 
His ministry. From such a source 
the artists took their inspiration, 80 
that in art Jesus is nearly always 
pictured as sorrowful. They painted 
Him, ‘In Gethsemane,’ or ‘Bearing the 
Cross,’ or ‘On the Cross.’ This is 
great art, but is not an accurate basis 
for forming a fair estimate of Jesus. 
We must remember that no artist 
who painted Jesus ever saw Him, or 
had anything to guide him in such 
portrayal save tradition. 

“To get at the truth, we must tufn 
to the New Testament, and get the 
opinion of Jesus's contemporaries, 
both His friends and enemies. In the 
first place, Jesus was a companion- 
able man. He liked to attend feasts 
and mingle freely with people in their 
homes. He often dined with His 
friends and also with some who were 
regarded as sinners and heretics. Did 
you ever know a glum or morose man 
to be popular at feasta? 

“Again, the little children loved 
Him, and He loved them. Frequent- 
ly, He was the center of a happy 
group of little ones. Did you ever 
know a gloomy person to be sought 
out by children? Childhood is joyous, 
light-hearted and-happy. 

“But do not the Scriptures record 
the fact that Jesus wept? Yes, the 
outcry over Jerusalem and the quiet 
weeping at Lazarus's grave. And 
there is no record that He ever 
laughed? No. What does this prove? 
If anything, simply this: The weep- 
ing of Jesus was exceptional. So 
much so, that John saw fit to record 
it, and we shall always be grateful 
that he wrote down for us that 
heart-throbbing sentence, ‘Jesus 
wept.’ 

“Jesus did tread the sorrowful 
way. He was acquainted with - grief. 
But to think of Him as a melancholy 
man, glum and solemn, is unwar- 
ranted by the facts of the New Tes- 
tament history. He was the most 
splendid optimist who ever lived. 
Radiant. Sunshiney. Cheerful. Hope- 
ful. And the lesson is obvious. 
Christians as followers of Christ, are 
to be like Him. Then. be happy, 
cheerful, radiant. There is no virtue 
in glumness, in gloomy views, in 
sepulchral tones, in long facedness. 
Did Jesus ever laugh? Most assured- 
ly!” 

REV. W. LEON TUCKER. 

CALVARY BAPTIST CHURCH. 

SELF-SACRIFICH 18 COMMON, BUT 
CHRIT’S SELF-SACRIFICE 
WAS UNIQUE. 

At Calvary Baptist Church, the pas- 
tor, Rev. W. Leon Tucker, preached 
yesterday morning on “The Primacy 


of the Preaching of the Cross.” He 
said in part: 
“The Apostle Paul says, ‘I deliv- 


ered unto you first of all that which 
I also received; how that Christ didd 
for our sins according to the Scrip- 
tures, and that He’ was buried and 
rose again the third day, according to 
the Scriptures.’ 

“The first principles of gospel 
preaching are the death, burial and 
resurrection of Christ. This triple 
truth is the chariot in which the 
Holy Ghost rides in triumphant tes- 
timony.. But the:first of all is how 
that ‘Christ died according to the 
Scriptures.’ The first and foremost 
note in preaching is the death of 
Christ. It is upon the foundation of 
His death the whole plan of salva- 
tion is reared, 

“Sin principle must be dealt with 
before salvation power can be known. 
Christ died for our sins ts a succinct 
summary of the whole gospel 
and a brief record of the most sig- 
nificant event in the moral universe 
of God. The patriot dies for his 
country: the martyr dies for his faith: 
the loving and devoted mother 
would willingly die for her suffering 
child, and ‘peradventure for a good 
man, some would even dare to die.’ 
Self-sacrifice is common enough, and 
it is noble, beautiful. But, the self- 
sacrifice of Christ! Is there anything 
to compare with it’? Comparison is 
impossible. It has no parallel, and 
can have none. It is altogether ex- 
ceptional and unique. 

“ ‘Christ died for our sins.” Of no 
one else can that be said, in the sense 
in which it is said of Him. Of no 
other being in the universe could it 
be said. And it could not have been 
said of Him if He had not been God 
as well as man. In these great, deep. 
giorious words, I find an argument 
for the essential Deity of Jesus 
Christ. 

“Christ lived a life I could not live, 
and He died a death TI could not die: 
and, by a life, only He lived, and a 
death only, He died, is the source and 
secret of our salvation.”

REV. W. O. FISHER. 
HARVARD HEIGHTS CHURCH. 
SPIRITUAL REVIVAL COMES THROUGH 

HUMILIATION, PRAYER

Rev. W. O. Fisher, pastor of the 
Harvard Heights United Presbyterian 
Church, preached yesterday morn- 
ing on Psalms LXXXV:6: “Wit 
Thou not revive us again, that Thy 
people may rejoice in Thee.”

“The great revivalist, Charles G. 


Finney, says: ‘A revival is the phil- 
osophic result of the right use. of 
constituted means.’ These constituted 
means are: Humiliation — deep 
humiliation on the part of the peo- 
Ple because of sin. In the church 
we find three classes of people: 
Those who do not at all live up to 
their profession; those wifo keep their 
vows to attend the ordinances, but 
who do no active work, and those 
who carry on the services of the 
kingdom. Even this third class fails 
to fulfill its whole duty. Not one 
could say: ‘I have done my best.’ 
You may not be guilty of any heinous 
transgression, yet can you say: ‘I 
have made my heart clean: I am 
pure from my sin’? Every one needs 
to humble himeeif. 

“Prayer: Tennyson says: ‘More 
things are wrought by prayer than 
this world dreams of.’ To realize 
this, one need but look at some of 
the great world-movers Godward. 
Listen to Abraham as he pleads for 
his nephew, Lot, and a _ worldly, 
wicked city. Moses's prayer on be- 
half of Israel averts the divine wrath. 
Elijah opens and closes the heavens 
through the leverage of prayer. The 
busier Luther was, the more he 
prayed—he could not get on without 
it. Cromwell, on his deathbed, pleads 
with God on behalf of his native 
land, and the kingdom. in one. of 
the most wonderful prayers ever Sf- 
fered by patriot.

VERDOSE OF REGULATION. 
Great American industries are suffering . 


from too much regulation, but this does not 


prevent Dr. Wilson and the political quacks 
associated with him suggesting some more, 
They are even now preparing some vile 
nostrums which they brazenly say they are 
going to force down the throats of already 
too-much-physicked corporations. The Pres- 
ident appears to imagine that when the 
American people put him into office they 
expected him to become a Dr. Cure-all, and 
ever since his inauguration he has been 
busy mixing up poisons and forcing thems 
down the throats of his victims. “Drink 
this or get out of business,” he says in 
effect. The bankers of the country had to 
swallow his currency potion or give up their 
charters, and now he is preparing cathartics 
for what the muck-rakers call “big busi- 
ness.” 

The sooner an end is reached to excess 
regulation the better it will be for the 
pockets and well-being of the millions of 
men and women who. are dependent for 
their bread and butter on the so-much 
maligned “big business.” If the govern- 
ment insists on interfering much more with 
legitimate enterprise American capitalists 
will seek foreign fields for the investment 
of their money. That will mean ruination 
to thousands of families now dependent 


=} wpon great industries which are being har- 


ried to death by the oversealous Demo- 
crates. With the President and his follow- 
ing regulation appears to have become the 
ruling passion. 

There would appear to be something sin- 
ister behind this regulation fad. So delib- 
erate is the attempt to choké corporations 
that one is led to the belief that it is done 


for the purpose of leading up to govern-. 


ment ownership. It is known that Secre- 
tary of State Bryan favors state ownership 
of rafiroads, that the Secretary of the Navy 
wants to see government ownership of oil 
wells, and that the Postmaster-Genera! ad- 
yocates the taking over of telegraph and 
telephone lines by the state. Is there a 
determination to force down the value of 
these utilities in order that they may be 


Are honorable gentlemen of the Cabi- 
net influenced solely by the desire to ad. 
vance the tnterests of the country, or are 
they looking for a pork barrel? 

Government regulation is proving to be 


| bad enough, fn all conscience, but preserve 


us from the government ownership ad- 
vanced by Bryan and his friends! Could 
ft be shown that government ownership 
would be best in the interests of all the 
people it might be worth trying, but the 
facts all point the other way. Take, for 
instance, railways alone. The Philadelphia 
Public Ledger has examined the experience 
of France with government ownership of 
railroads and shows how lamentable it has 
been. That experience affords little in- 
ducement for other countries to imitate the 
French example. The Ledger quotes figures 
supplied by the Journal des Transports re- 
garding the relation of the French treasury 
to the governmentowned railroads. Since 
France purchased the Western Railway in 
1905 the advances to capital account for 
that system and the old state railways have 


| reached the enormous total of 718,500,000 


francs. 

These are colossal figures for eight years, 
but this is only a part of the drain which 
government ownership bas made upon the 
French treasury, for these advances were 
entirely outside the deficits due to the op- 
eration of these fellroads. For the five 
years of state ownership the deficit has ex- 
ceeded 327,000,000 francs. The @eficit has 
grown each succeeding year, as the govern- 
ment reports show. Thus tn 1909 the deficit 
was 38,748,000 francs. The following year 
it jumped by 20,000,000 francs to 58,400,000 
francs. In 1911 the deficit took another 
leap upward of 10,000,000, reaching 68,79%,- 
000 francs. In 1912 another deficit of 76,- 
000,000 was shown, and last year the bal- 
ance on the wrong side totaled more than 
85,000,000 francs. 

This sad experience with government- 
owned railroads has caused one of the 
troublesome problems of French finance. 
Under government ownership in France 
railroading has become reckless and im- 
provident and there is no reason to believe 
that the result would be any better in the 
United States. 


BESSON OF HISTORY. 


The tariff for revenue only, passed by 
the Democrats in 1893, resulted In smoke 
less chimneys, silent factories, deserted 
shafts and moss-covered turbines. Enforced 
idleness made flaccid the unused muscles of 
the mechanic.

Had pestilence smitten our people and cy- 
clones destroyed our homes? Was the 
hand of utter disaster upon us as upon 
Job of old? ° 

Oh, no! It was only the natural and 
predicted Democratic victory of 1892, when 
the Fool Killer neglected his duties and 
was absent from his post. It was only the 
result of the triumph ‘of that party which 
has always managed to espouse every fan- 
tasy in finance, and every megrim in polit 
ical philosophy, and every phase of fool 
polities with which our country has ever 
been afflicted.

in 1896 when McKinley polled 17,100,369.

We have accumulated a fair amount of 
wealth, yet somebody else has accumulated 
more. We can afford to wear richer cloth- 
ing than formerly, but some of our neigh- 
bors can outdo us. Machinery has made tt 
possible to accomplish vastly more work, 
but ft has not made it easier for either the 
rich or the poor to satisfy their growing 
wants, and we all drudge—or think we do— 
if not in one way, we do in another.

No graver question is up before the 
fean people today than that of inebriety,

through being too hot-headed, are both fail- 
ing to win that true popular sympathy 
without which the best reforms are inop- 
erative. 

We all want to see drunkenness abolished; 
where we disagree is as to the best methods 
to employ. We can't afford to,treat so 
tragic a subject with the impersona) aloof- 
ness of a chemical analysis, nor to approach 
so practical an issue in an angry spirit of 
hot-headed sentimentalism. 

Dr. Archdall Reid, a leading British sci- 
entist, indeed suggests one remedy for alco- 
holism efficient to the verge of brutality. 
He says: “Those lacking in moral grit tend 


speedily than they would otherwise be. 
The only way to fight the drink fiend with 
any lasting effect is by the continual elimi- 
ration of those who, alcoholically consid- 
ered, are unfit, so as to allow the evolution 
against alcohol steadily to proceed.” 

Total prohibition might bring about the 
same result, since those far gone in alco 
holism would probably perish on the sud- 
den withdrawal of the poison, as is the case 
with morphine fiends. So one remedy says 
“kill ‘em off by increasing the supply of the 
poison,” and the other, “let ‘em die off by 


removing it.” Both these remedies are off- 
sheots of the of Frederich 
Nietzache in his “Superman.” 


| Ness. Where to begin the cure? 


If drunkenness js the result of previous 
degeneracy, then prohibition will only turn 
that degeneracy into some other channel. 
If drunkenriess is the cause of the degen- 
eracy, then science is wasting time in dis 
cussing heredity and disease. The inhabi- 
tants of Southern Burope are remarkable 
for their sobriety, so are the Chinese, though 
their government place no restrictions on 
their facilities for getting intoxicated. Evt- 
dently the cure for drunkenness lies deeper. 

Lady Henry Somerset, after twenty years’ 
experience in the treatment of inebriates, 
remarks In a small book she has just pub- 
lished on this subject: “The drink habit is 
almost invariably in the beginning a ques- 
tion of soul and not of body. If there is 
one thing we are sure of, after years of ex- 
perience, it is that we can do nothing for 
the body uhless we first take account of 
the soul.” She also declares that the most 
obstinate cases of alcoholism are found, 
not amopg the hard-working and unfortu- 
) nate, but in “people of birth, education and 
position, surrounded by every comfort.” 

She might have delved a little deeper and 
added: “Too much comfort and not enough 
occupation, too much idleness and not 
enough interest.” Let us grant that alco- 
bolic overindulgence is a disease of the soul 
as well as a sin to the body. What is the 
best soul tonic, the best will-power bracer? 
Work. hard work; any old kind of work 
that exercises brain or body. Men don't get 
drunk when they are working or absorbed 
in any useful occupation. Drunkenness 
starts from the wrong use of leisure hours. 
| Drink ie seldom used as a refuge from ma- 
terial ills; tt is oftener the desperation of 
warding off the menotony of a too-easy ex- 
istence. 

Science and legislation must recognise 
alcoholism as a soul disease, a will paral- 
ysis, augmented by any form of overindul- 
gence, but started by want of sufficient am- 
dition, sufficient hard work and sufficient 
interest tn life. T firmly believe these three 
soul tonics will stamp out drunkenness 
quieker than either scientific evolution or 
prohibitive legislation. Some day the whole 
world will be too busy and too much in 
earnest to waste time in anv form of fool- 
ish self-indulcences. It ts all a matter of 
individual effort and individual foree.

IS CRIPPLED. 


Pasadena Rainstorm Retards 
Pacific Electric Travel. 


Mountain Camps Isolated 
When Telephones Fail. 


Municipal Tree Planter Sets 
Himself a Task. 


PASADENA, Jan. 26.—A rainy day 
yesterday culminated last night in the 
heaviest storm of the season. The 
streets were literally turned into riv- 
ers, part of the street-car service was 
put out of commission, the Arroyo 
Secu stream was transformed into a 
raging torrent and part of Oak Knoll 
was so deep under water that only the 
tops of some of the small trees pro- 


The matter did not become serious 
after 6 o'clock, when the rain 
to fall in sheets. At 10 o'clock 
last night the precipitation for the day 
had amounted to about 3 inches, mak- 
ing 16.12 inches for the season to date 


the neighborhood was 
The Simmons brick yards 
near by were transformed into a lake 
on which a boat would have floated. 
The Pacific Electric Oak Knoll line be- 
came impassable early in the evening 
and the cars coming from Los Angeles 
turned back, while no more were sent 
out from this end. 

The Pacific Electric Railway Com- 

ny suffered in all parts of the city. 

any of the Mnes were so crippled 
that it was only possible to run a car 
now and then over them. The com- 
pany pretended to no regular service 
after & o'clock, but merely did the 
best it could under the circumstances. 

Conductors waded in six inches of 
water and felt along the pavement 
with sticks and their hands in front 
of the Hotel Maryland and at other 
points in search of the chains with 
which to pull the swiches. 

The telephone service was also se- 
riously crippled. No connection could 


be had with the camps in the Arroyo 

o and no word was received here 
as to whether the bridges that were 
recentiy put im the canyon were 
swept away. They were constructed 
Substantially and clamped in place 
with strips of iron, so that they prob- 
ably weathered the storm. 

It rained hard all day on the sum- 
mit of Mt. Wilson, but there was no 
snow in the mountains of the front 
range. 


PLANTING TREES. 

The ground having been softened by 
recent rains, City Park Superintendent 
Aubrecht and his nia have 
seized the opportunity to move the 
2000 some odd trees that comprise 
what is left of the old nursery at the 
sewer farm to the new municipal nur- 
sery grounds at the corner of Los 
Robles avenue and Glenarm atreet. 
Many, however, will be set out in the 
streets. Congress street and Fairview 
and North Marengo avenues are to be 
beautified.’ 

The trees that come from the sewer 
farm were planted from seeds about 
four years ago. The lot comprises 
shade trees of almost every variety 
and from three feet to seven feet in 
height. 

No more trees will be planted at 
the sewer farm. The ground there 
will be used for agricultural purposes 
and all tree propagation will be car- 
ried on at the newer nursery. The 
reason for the change is that the 
farm is too far from the city and in 
unnecesSarily large amount of labor 
is expended in bringing the trees to 
town and setting them out in tie 
streets. There are already abeut 
10,000 trees planted in cans and be- 
tween 15,000 and 18,000 growing from 
the ground at the nursery.

SEA YARN VERIFIED. 


Master of Whaling Bark Hidaigo 
’ Relates How His Craft Twice 

Looped the Loop. 

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIKRE TO THE TIMES] 

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 25.—The story 
of a whaling ship which a shifting 
cargo caused thrice to loop the loop 
is a weird tale related by Juan Her- 
nandez, master of the whaling bark 
Hidalgo, who arrived here yesterday 
from Ensenada on the steamer Vic- 
toria. 

“We were bound from Magdalena 
Bay to the Cedros Isiands in search 
of sperm whale,” said Hernandez in 
recounting his experience which ri- 
vals the most unusual flight of fancy 
ever attempted by that master of 
sea fiction, Jules Verne. “About 
midnight on the evening of January 
19, when the Hidalgo was scudding 
before a terrific gale under Dare 
poles, a sudden blast knocked the 
ship completely over. In righting, 
the cargo of whale oil shifted, caus- 
ing the vessel to again loop the loop. 
The continual looping knocked the 
bungs out of the sperm barrels, and 
as the whale oil surged up to. the 
decks the vessel automatically and 
permanently righted itself. We then 
hoisted all the canvas, reaching Mag- 
dalena Bay none the worse for our 
experience.”

WORK OF AN 


Long Beach Blaze Attributed 
to Former Employee. 


Laundry Destroyed; Fifty 
Thousand Dollar Loss. 


Storm Waters Break Levee 
and Inundate Land. 


LONG BEACH, Jan. 25.—Destroy- 
ing one of the largest laundry insd- 
tutions in Southern California, a fire, 
probably of incendiary origin, de- 
voured the plant of the Soft Water 
Laundry Company, located at Ana- 
heim street and Daisy avenue at 
12:40 o'clock this morning. The loss 
on building and contents reached $50,- 
000, insurance $22,000. A reinforced 


concrete structure will be built at once 
to replace the building. 

In the absence of any other ex- 
planation of the disastrous blaze, offi- 
clals are looking for a Mexican, a for- 
mer employee, in connection with the 
fire. This Mexican quit Friday. de- 
manding his money in the middle of 
a day's work, and was told by Man- 
ager Beck to wait until night. En- 
raged, he left the building, returning 
at 4 o'’clock,..when he threw part of 
the wages handed him on the floor, 
and departed. 

The fire alarm came to the depart- 
ment by telephone at 12:38 o'clock. 
By the time companies one, two and 
three arrived, the blaze was practical- 
ly beyond control, and the roof had 
fallen in. Assistant Chitf Craw con- 
centrated the efforts of his men on 
the saving of the wet wash depart- 
ment and boller-room in the rear of 
the building. Manager Beck, In run- 
ning to the fire, in his auto, collided 
with the new police machine, slight- 
ly damaging both machines. Lieut. 
Adair and Officer Llewellyn, who were 
in the police machise, were not in- 
jured, nor was Beck. 

Manager Beck is sure that electric 
wires did not cause the blaze, as he 
turned off the electric fluid from the 
bullding when he made his rounds of 
inspection at 2 p.m. He remained in 
the building until 5 p.m. 

The Soft Water Laundry Company 
was organized in 1906, more than a 
hundred prominent citizens subscrib- 
ing to the stock, former Counctiman 
D. tL. Lent, deceased, being the or- 
ganizer. The following are the offi- 
cers of the institution: President, 
Liewellyn Bixby: vice-president, E. N. 
Grant; secretary and manager, George 
P. Beck, Jr.: other directors aré 
Henry Moehrenstecher and Jotham 
Bixby. The laundry had the work of 
Hotel Virginia. Few bundles were 
lost in the fire, however, as almost 
everything sent to be washed had 
been delivered yesterday. 


LEVEE DESTROYED. 


Increasing as the hours pass, a 
flood which promises to become 
troublesome to handle, is sweeping 
upon the low northwest portion of the 
city tonight. Already, the water 
stands five feet deep in some portions 
of State and Willows streets, west of 
American avenue. Teamg attempting 
to pass these streets were in danger, 
but no accidents were reported.

ICKED PLOT 
TO UNDO HIM. 


ONTARIO, Jan. 25.—Intimating 
that Mrs. Mira J. Glidden, Mrs. Mary 
%. Noonan and Miss Sarah Prickett, 
Principals of three of Ontario's 
. grammar schools, who recently 
brought charges of incompetency, 
undue familiarity with school girls 
and falsehood, against him to the 
County Board of Education, are at 
the bottom of a malicious plot to 
oust Kim from the position of City 
Buperintendent of Schools chiefly be- 
cause he refused to allow them to 
extravagantly waste money belonging 
to the Ontario school district, W. J. 
‘Alexander, whose fate still hangs in 
the balance and who is making a 


strenuous effort to carry the fight to 
the Superior Court, today issued the 
first statement in his own defense 
Since the trouble commenced. It 
Tollows: 

“Goon after assuming the duties of 
supervising principal for the schools 
of the vity of Ontario I became 
aware that theré was not the com- 
plete harmony in the school system 

necessary to secure the most 
efficient work from the teaching 
force. TI assumed that I was em- 
ployed by the board of school trus- 
tees of the city of Ontario, because 
9t was believed that I could estab- 
lish and maintain a proper and effi- 
Clent teaching system for the On- 
tario schools. I encountered opposi- 
tion as soon as I endeavored to put 
my ideas Into effect. 

“I found it necessary on several 
occasions to cut down the amount of 
supplies demanded by .some of the 
Principals and the cut was not taken 
graciously. I insisted, that in the in- 
terest of economy certain stored sup- 
piies amounting In value to several 
hundred dollars, be used before an 
order for the same character of sup- 
Piles be placed: this also met with 
opposition. and when I insisted that 
my ideas be carried out the relation- 
ship between myself and certain of 
the principals became somewhat 
strained. 

“IT furthermore devised a system of 
Dianks calling for supplies, which 
Dianks would fix absolutely any un- 
wevual or extravagant waste, this was 


resented by three of the principals, . 


Mrs. Glidden, Mrs. Noonan and Miss 
Prickett. The suggestions I had for 
school work—my general plan of the 
year—did not meet with co-operation 
on the part of sald principals. The 
Wishes of the board as expressed 
through me, their éxecutive officer, 
met with open opposition in princi- 
pals’ meetings and when & measure 
passed to follow same the work was 
half-hearted and perfunctory. 

“All the meetings of the principals 
have developed and showed the 
Jatent hostilities of the three: princi- 
pals aforesaid. Certain charges were 
against me with the State 

ad of Education, these charges, 
as T then heard them (for I never 
saw them in writing.) and it was 
fmpossible for me té get them from 
the State board because it was as- 


forth. firet, inefficiency; second, 
Dréaking the school laws of the 
@tate; third, patting school girls on 
the head, but I was unable to locate 
these charges except in the case of 
Mra. Noonan, principal of the Cen- 
tral school, who admitted to me in 
the presence of witnesses, that she 
had made such charge and that she 
was not the only one. 

“later the State board issued me 
@ State credential signed in proper 
legal form and received by me about 
November 19, 1913: I filed this cre- 
dential with the County Board of 
Education about November 25, 1913. 
I was tnformed there would be no 
meeting of the county board until 
December 29, at which time my ap- 
plication for a certificate would be 
acted upon. At this time no formal 
charges had been filed against me 
with the county board, but subse- 
quent events prove that they were in 
abeyance. On December 30 I had 
notice to appear in San Bernardino 
before the County Board of Educa- 
tien to answer to substantially the 
game character of charges as those 
fled tn Sacramento. I met the coun- 
ty board at 4 o'clock p.m. December 
31, 1913, and was accorded all kinds 
‘of discourtesy, abuse and mistreat- 
ment. I then and there asked for a 
copy of the charges, but was told 1! 
could not get them, as the board was 
proceeding in an informal manner. 
The informal consideration of my 
case by the board was very exasper- 
- ating and wuneatisfactory and closed 
when the secretary of the board, 
Buperintendent McPherron, an- 
nounced: “We will not decide now; 
we will wait to sée whether any 
more charges are made.” On two 
eccasions since the date of Decem- 
ber 21, I have been accorded practi- 
cally the same treatment by said 
board of trustees. 

“On January 14 I withstood at the 
hands of the board what was in its 
nature. a police third degree, At this 
time E. H. Price, president of the 
board, said we are all perfectly satis- 
fied with your record prior to your 
coming to California, but I want you 
to understand that that record wil! 
not carry weight in the settlement of 
this case. Superintendent McPher- 
ron endeavored by his manner, as I 
wnderstood it to bully and intimidate 
me into resigning and said: ‘I think 
the best thing you can do is to resign 
and withdraw your application.’ 1 
shall always remember that meeting 
as a superiative exhibition of preju- 
@ice and animosity. Since then I 
have asked egain for a copy of the 
charges originally preferred, but have 
secured none. 

“The attitude of the county board 
fn denying me a copy of the charges 
that it was copsidering, denying me 
counsel to represent me and in deny- 
fing a public hearing seemed to me 
to necessitate a resort to the courts 
as some measure of protection. I 
had pleaded in vain to be allowed the 
usual privilege accorded an Amert- 
can citizen and when on the 17th 
inet.. I recetved a notice from the 
secretary of the Board of Education, 
requiring me to answer to charges 
wholly different from those original- 
ly presented ‘December 29, and was 
again notified that counsel would not 
re permitted to represent me my 
course wags determined. 

“I am seeking only a fair and im- 
partial hearing on the merits. I de- 
gire to know the charges against me 
that I may refute the same I de- 

conducted 


gire the hearing to be 


with regard to some form of law, to 
meet my accusers and to have my 
guilt or innocence determined in such 
manner that the taxpayers of the 
Ontario district and the patrons of 
the schools may feel that their in- 
terests are being properly safe- 
guarded, and in proper hands.

ARRESTED IN MEXICO.

ONTARIO, Jan. 25.—Although he 
has been sought without success for 
more than a year by the officers of 
Vutario and other Southern Califor- 
nia cities, as a forger, justice, it ap- 
pears, has at last overtaken A. L.

HEMET, Jan. 25.—The City Trus- 
tees have decided to put the matter 
of controlling public utilities to a 
vote of the people at the spring 
election, April 13. This will be done 
on account of the demands made up- 
on the Trustees to fix the water rates 
of the Hemet Town Water Company. 
In the event the people do not want 
the commission to take charge of 
the public service corporations the 
board will fix the fates. At present 
there are two water companies, a gas 
company, ond telephone and two 
electric light and power companies 
operating in town.

“We have here the startling state- 
ment that this homeless wanderer 
was always at home. He dwelt with 
God and in God. We find that his 
home was personal. The gospel of 
Christ is a persona! gospel, which dis- 
tinguishes it from all other so-called 
eligions. The resurrection is a per- 
eon, not an act. Jesus said, ‘I am the 
resurrection.’ The religion of Jesus 
ie personal. ‘I am the way, the truth, 
and the life.” In the statement of 
Moses we have the startling fact 
made known that our dwelling place 
or home is personal. ‘Lord, Thou 
hast been our dwelling place.” A \lit- 
tle child, when asked where his home 
was, said, ‘where mamma is, is home.’ 
Oliver Wendell Holmes sald, ‘Home is 
where there is one we tove; home 
is where there is one to love us.’ 
“God ia a real home for his chil- 
dren. ‘We are hid with Christ in 
God.’ ‘In Him we live and move and 
have our being.’ 

“And what a delightful home does 
the Christian have! All about him is 
God. And God furnishes the real 
home atmosphere, the spir!t of peace. 
Our dwelling place may be a hell or 
a heaven; it depends upos conditions. 
But, when we live in God, we live 
in heaven. The home atmosphere is 
something whose power is rarely con- 
sidered. It is an intangible some- 
thing; and yet, this Intangible some- 
thing we call atmosphere permeates 
the home.
